Poor lights are often caused by the 
s e d itio n of lamps and wicks.

(amp should be filled and the charred 
portion of the wick removed each 
time before 
lighting. 
New 
wicks 
should be put in every month. 
Used 
wicks should be dried before the fire 
every two weeks and put back into 
the oil while still warm. 
The wick 
is the vital part of the lamp. 
Do 
not try to economize by using clog­ 
ged wicks. 
Wicks are cheaper than 
oil or eyesight. 
The secret of a good 
light is a good oil, a clean chimney, 
and a dry, well-trimmed wick. 
Chim­ 
neys may be easily cleaned by blow­ 
ing the breath into the chimney and 
wiping out with a newspaper or a dry 
cloth free from grease. 
If these di­ 
rections are followed there will be 
less trouble from poor lights.—J. B.

of domestic strife. 
The idea of 
the 
clerics 
Is that 
magistrates are too accommodating to 
applicants chafing under the matri­ 
monial harness and if 
efforts 
were 
made 
to 
subdue 
domestic 
breezes 
they would mostly be prevented from 
developing into gales. 
So this league 
is to organize ministers of all denom­ 
inations and kind Christians of both 
sexes to act as peacemakers. 
They will take their respective par­ 
ishes under survey and in cases of 
household strife where the husband 
is at fault the member of the league 
most likely to influence him will be 
selected to intervene and subsequent­ 
ly keep an eye on the culprit.
